Otherwise the unaHsini- 
ilai<-d food will rill your system with n 
poison which will ultimately result in the 
particular form of disease to which your 
individual constitution renders you most 
susceptible. 


Avoid alcohol. This statement may be 


:«.-<-.->niod literally. The human system re- 
quires no alcohol. In this case abstinence 
is better than temperance. 


Avoid too much meat. The average 


man sins more often here than in any 
other direction. On the other hand, I 
would not counsel absolute vegetarian- 
ism, admirable though its theory is in 
many respects. Though man was origi- 
nally a fniclivorous, and graminivorous 
animal he has through so many centuries 
accustomed himself to the practice, of 
meat eating rhat he could not forswear 
it suddenly without injury to himself. 
Therefore it is well to eat a moderate 
amount of well cooked meat ouce a day. 


In regard to the proportion of fruits, 


vegetables, fats, sweets and so forth, 
which each person can afford to take into 
his system, that must be scientifically de- 
tei mined in each instance. No general 
rule mny be laid down. H may be added, 
however, that as mankind is roughly di- 
visible into two temperaments, the rheu- 
matic and i he scrofulous, or consumptive, 
the 
former class should preserve the 


greater abstinence, and the latter may 
the more safely indulge itself in food. 


In short, oat as little rather than as 


much as you can.
